HUSBAND'S DEATH:

Mrs. Beulah L. Hale, 57, wife of the County Com- 


missioner A. E. Hale, was killed, and her son, Neil 
Hale, 30, of the Simpson Motor Co., was seriously in- 
jured last night, when his automobile was struck by a 
speeding Southwestern car. 


Street Car Obstructed 


The accident took place at the Hale homestead 


Stop 98, Oberlin road at about 7:45. An east-bound 
car in charge of Motorman W. L. Wilson, and Con 
ductor J. F. Knittle, traveling forty miles 
• an hour 


struck Mr. Hale's automobile just at he was driving 
out of the Hale yard with his mother as a passenger. 
The view of the track at that point is obscured by an 
embankment, and a clump of bushes, and the car 
came so suddenly up over the hill at that point that 
he did not have a chance to avoid it. 


Mrs. Hale died within a few minutes after the 


accident, and Mr. Hale was hurried to Memorial hos- 
pital in an unconscious condition. He sustained eight 
broken ribs, and an abrasion on the head. Thus far 
physicians have been unable to determine the extent 
of his injuries but it is feared that internal complica- 
tions may take place, although he is resting comfort- 
ably at present.

CONVENTION HALL, CLEVELAND, June 11. 


—Another admonition to Kepublicans to retire from 
Congress the insurgents who have played havoc with 
administration policies and to elect in November a 
Congress that is Eepublican "in principle, as well as 
in name," opened the Republican National conven- 
tion meeting in its second session here today. 


It was delivered with great earnestness"by Frank 


W. Mondell, of Wyoming, permanent chairman of the 
convention, who took up the gavel laid down by Rep- 
resentative Theodore Burton, of Ohio, the conven- 
tion keynoter. His short speech simply emphasized 
Burton's warning against any third party tendency 
within the Republican party and ascribed whatever 
failures have met the administration program in 
Washington to the insurgent members of the party 
who, combining with the Democrats, have refused to 
"go along" with the president. 


"Every serious fault of recent legislation and 


every fault to completely round out a satisfactory 
program," Mondell Said "could and would have been 
avoided had there been dependable Republican ma- 
jorities in Congress. The one certain and assured 
remedy for such a condition is the election of a Con- 
gress, Republican by a goodly majority, both in name 
and principle.'' 


Mondell briefly and glowingly reviewed the Re- 


publican accomplishment^ jmder Harding and Cool- 
idge and coupled with it a snort, savage criticism of 
the Democrats. 


"If the American people, were prepared to for- 


get" he said, "the wholly indefensible record of the 
Democratic party in earlier days, they could not 
overlook the fact that the most recent record of the 
Democratic party is one devoid of a single redeem- 
ing feature; of scandalous mismanagement, of unwise 
and indefensible policy who in control and utter lack 
of definite principle or policy, save that of muckrack- 
ing and obstruction."

"The Eepublican party reaffirms its devotion t(* 


orderly government," says the platform. 


The plank, construed as a slap at the Ku Klux 


Klan, was brief and did not, of course, mention the 
klan by name. It simply said, under the heading of 
"Constitutional Guarantees." 


"The Republican party reaffirms its unyielding 


devotion to the constitution and the guarantees of 
civil, political and religious liberty therein.

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00V. PINCHOT ON LAW ENFORCEMENT 


We have often wondered why it is that those in 
|f authority will tolerate the law enforcing conditions 


which exist in America when the actual facts are so 
well known. It is well known that Col. Roy Haynes 
is "dry." He would like to see the Prohibition laws 
enforced in this country, but over him are two super- 
ior officers who are both "wet"—one of them Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Blair, and the other, the sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mr. Mellon. 


Governor Pinchot of Pennsylvania in speaking 


along this line at the-General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church at Springfield last month, 
said in part: 


"Enforcement of the law is the. greatest moral 


issue before the American people. Xever before in 
our history has disregard for law and disobedience to 
the Constitution been so general, so dangerous, and so 
openly paraded. The moral forces pf America ha^ e 
stood too long on the defensive. It is time for them 
to attack. 
"I have repeatedly pointed out how the law can 


be enforced. In brief, give the Treasury Depart- 
ment the will to enforce the law, take the enforce- 
ment service wholly out of politics, and use the full 
power of the law through the permit system. 
When 


these three things are done, and well done, the law 
will be enforced. Until they are done, it will not. 


"The failure of the federal enforcement service 


is sometimes claimed to mean that the Eighteenth 
Amendment has failed. It means nothing of the sort. 
We are infinitely better o2 now, with all deductions 
made for wretched enforcement, than we were be- 
fore. The law has not failed. What has failed is 
federal enforcement of it. 


"The Secretary of the Treasury oppose^ any in- 


vestigation. 
I am sorry, for official opposition to be- 


ing investigated is always unwise. He has publicly 
defended conditions which our whole people know 
to be scandalous in the extreme. He has publicly 
denounced the proposal to let in the light. There re- 
mains but a single remedy, and that is to let the light 
in, fix responsibiity for the facts disclosed, and let 
public opinion prescribe the cure. 


"Mr. Mellon's opposition to the investigation of 


the enforcement service will direct public attention 
and the attention of the investigating committee to 
the fact that Mr. Mellon was part owner of many 
thousands of barrels of Overholt whisky when the 
Eighteenth Amendment went into effect; to the fact 
that as late as March 31 of this year he was, cm the 
authority of Senator Eeed of Pennsylvania, still in- 
terested in the proceeds of this whisky when ^old; to 
the ten illegal withdrawals of whisky, comprising 
more than 42,000 gallons, made from the Overholt 
warehouses near Pittsburgh, which led to indict- 
ments, and to the fact that the indictments were 
quashed and the men responsible were never pun- 
ished. 


"It will call the attention of the committee—and 


if it does not, I will—to the ghastly break-down of 
the federal enforcement service in Mr. Mellon's own 
city, in Mr. Mellon's own state and in other states, 
and to the degradation of public morals and the in- 
crease of human misery which that bread-down has 
caused. 


''I do not know whether it is legal for a man who 


has been in the whisky business for forty years to be 
at the head of the law enforcement, but I do know that 
it is wrong. 


"Understand me clearly. I have no personal 


feeling either for or against Mr. Mellon. I am not. 
questioning Mr. Mellon's ability as a financier. I am 
not talking about .investigating the taxation of Mr. 
Mellon's investments, about which I know nothing, 
nor the Income Tax Bureau, nor anything else, except 
the failure of the federal enforcement service. 
In 


that, as Governor of Pennsylvania, I am vjtally con- 
cerned, and for that Mr. Mellon, as Secretary of the 
Treasury, is directly responsible." 


We wonder why the grSat agencies for religious 


; »nd moral advance, such as the churches and temper- 
, *mce organizations, do not more unitedly support Mr. 
'- Pinchot in his endeavor to correct the weakness in our 
nl*w enforcement department. 
There is nothing more 


?v*b«urd than to expect that the law will be enforced 
^through appointments of men who are interested in 
j^fcndermining public confidence in it, breaking it down 
~ 
<r ^ " haying it repealed. 


It is a strange thing that President Butler of Co- 
ibia University has no word of condemnation for 


'black-leg" violators of the law, but condemns 


the* law itself. Every argument he has ever 
;aitt*t the prohibition statute can be used 
th* law prohibiting burglary or murder. We 


ht dots not nod fault with the law pro- 
ft* a*4 our borne*.
